Hi gang - 


After mucking with my antenna project with no success, I decided it was time 
to plead for help from more knowledgeable souls, so here goes: 


My setup is currently an OHR-100 on the 40m novice band, with RG-58 coax 
running about 100 ft to an inductively-loaded shortened dipole running the 
length of my attic (the dipole was designed based on the Weetenna article in 


a recent CQ magazine, and my attic is reasonably metal-free but not entirely 
so). I originally used a VanGorden 1:1 balun at the center of the dipole to 
mate with the coax coming from the transmitter. When I first checked the SWR 
of this setup it was about 5, so I tried changing the length of the antenna 
by a foot or so on each leg, but the SWR remained the same. Next I tried 
connecting a tuner. Any movement toward reducing the SWR using the tuner also 
resulted in a reduction of power to the antenna. 


Well, the first thing I suspected of causing my grief was the feed line or 
its connectors, so I checked and redid the connectors on both ends. This had 
no effect. Next, I carted my transciever up to the attic and connected it to 
the antenna with a coax connector I bought at Radio Shack. Now, when I 
transmitted, my normal sidetone was replaced by pseudo-white noise (something 
I hadn't experienced before). Next, I tried replacing the balun with a simple 
S0-239 connector (after taking my gear back to the shack) and reconnecting 
the feed line, but the white noise was still present (interestingly, though, 
the SWR reduced to about 3). If instead I connect a simple long-wire antenna 
straight to the transceiver, the white noise goes away (but not my SWR 
problem) . 


You've probably guessed by now that I'm thoroughly baffled and dismayed by 
this whole mess. Am I overlooking something obvious? Should I abandon the 
whole mess? My only alternative is a vertical like a GAP or similar, since I 
don't have a suitable place for a full-size dipole or any other "simple" 
antenna designs. 


Any advice you could throw my way would be greatly appreciated.

Hello Byron and the gang, 


I hope WA8LCZ doesn't mind the public reply to his e-mail but his 
comments are similar to others and deserve general comment. 


Much of FSFD and FOX hunting has to do with growing skills as it does 
about Working all 50 states or bagging the fuzzball. A few examples: 


Getting on Frequency; the AA4XX 'Walking-Home Method’. 
Usually, if an appointed frequency is busy, the operator finds the 


nearest open area and sets up shop, and stays there. With net, or in this 
case FSFD stations on for a couple hours, everyone starts at the scheduled 
frequency and then tunes around looking for the target. Paul/AA4XX on the 
KnightLite Sunday net does the same thing, but with a twist. Starting maybe 
800 Hz off 3.710 due to a QSO in progress, He'll start the net and begin a 
slow creep toward the desired freq. The QSO hears a little nearby action 
and as the first few check-ins take place, says bye-bye and signs off, often 
to listen and check in. You might think your rig is just not quite settled 
down and drifting a little (I did until it was obvious what was happening). 
He is actually sliding the entire net on to 3.710. That isn't too important 
for those who caught him at the beginning of the net, but for another hour 
or two, stations at the fringes of propagation are straining for us on 
exactly 3.710. When the QSO is over, the net is so close to freq. that 
another QSO won't take place. It's a technique not mentioned anywhere, and 
is so effective. Try this on FSFD scheduled freqs. It might take 5-10 
minutes to get there, but for the next 2 hours you're right where everyone 
is looking. 


WHY LOCAL Time instead of UTC/GMT? 

Two reasons: Greyline and human perspective. We all know our sunrise 
and sunset times and one look at the schedule instantly tells you whether 
the scheduled state is at, near, or past greyline. Not as easy an assesment 
with UTC times. It also gives you the opportunity to watch the signals if 
you're listening at the begining of G/L. It is always interesting to me to 
see those signals jump up 10-20 dB and look at the fade rates and duration. 

The human perspective? I find it easier to relate to other peoples time 
frame when juggling 1-2 hours rather than working from GMT. You can see 
that W7KXB actually got up and on the air at 4 AM for us, rather than saying 
it's 1100Z...... ok, 6 AM in Del. I get a better feel for Bill and his 
personal situation (can't let that microwave beep at 3:55 AM and wake up the 
family). He becomes more Bill, and less of a one-by-three. 


WHERE THE HOLES ARE. 

Everyone who started chasing these guys on the east coast can now tell 
you that 7.036.3 is the cleanest frequency at 8 PM. And that little carrier 
on 18.080 is always there. We are all finding out that 14.060 is great for 
the Sprints, but horrible during the day with so many QSOs and skeds on it. 
And on 80M, which is the best freq in the early AM vs the PM? Those 
catching both sides of these early and late schedules can tell you. 


You're right, the fallout from FSFD is growing beyond its intended goal. 
There are many QRP-QRP QSOs going on around the scheduled frequencies before 
and after start times as well as close by when propagation is zip. I too 
have worked a few extra stations around the activity. 


WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE? 
I see at least 3 action items if this becomes an annual event. 
1) Let it become a club project for continuity. I'm still out with 4 


herniated disks and an anular tear that won't heal but next year I hope to 
be back to work to pay for all the new QRP stuff. After the NJ QRP Club 
settles into its new web location we will discuss taking on this effort so 
nothing gets lost. All the suggestions arriving here are hard copied and 
put into a file for that review. Darn good ideas too. 


2) More novice/tech coverage. I still weep at the loss of Novice 
Roundup. FSFD, although not designed to be a contest, will help those folks 
to get WAS before upgrading and provide a longer chance to get into a fun 
experience (granted, not fun the first few times) and grow with it. Novice 
Roundup did more for Novices than Insensitive Licensing ever did. Or was 
that incentive licensing? 


3) Promote domestic short hop West-East propagation awareness. It is 
vastly different than long distant and more polar oriented paths. New 
suys/gals don't know that, and there isn't much said or written about it 
these days. All the good info from the Pacific Theater during WW2 was 
classified and never released. E-W discussions today are of continnental 
distances (NA-Africa, etc), and seldom address what happens in the 500-1500 
mile range. 


Staying flexible is an important key and that might get lost when the 
players arn't on the net. We have made space for Spartan Sprints, Vacation 
Operators to AL and Hawaii, and just today made a day-night split schedule 
for Louisiana to clear things for the MI-QRP Contest on the 18th. All this 
stuff on the fly is easy now but will it stay that way? Will others care? 
If it stays in the hands of the QRP community, yes. Otherwise it's subject 
to cancellation. 


My apologies to all the editors who wanted this for their newsletters. 
FDIM might be a good place for an FSFD suggestion box. 

The FOX will never die or bow to FSFD. 

20M is ‘dead’ until 11 QRPers show up. 

160M is a must after 9 PM in the winter. 


Like Novice Roundup, it's nice to know you can miss a day or two and not 
miss the entire event. Take out the garbage, and the family. 


ANTENNAS: Switching between them at the noise level is a lot different that 
when signals are 2-3 S-units above it. Somtimes I've got to transmit on one 
and receive on another. Your message about tracking antennas was a good 
one, but catergorizing ain't easy. Example: WOLK's signal was stronger on 
the 350' longwire but the 30M loop at 55' had no noise. I had to TX on the 


wire for him to hear me and listen on the loop to complete the exchange. 
With a minimum of 2 antennas pre-tuned for each band (3 on most) there is a 
lot of switching going on. At greyline on 40M the 350' wire is almost 
useless on E-W paths until all the Euro-Russian signals go away. Before and 
after that it is the best. The 'S' beacon is 3-5 S-units higher on the wire 
at G/L than the dipole at the same height. Working Dan/KK7BD at 5:30 PM EST 
means using the dipole. At 7 PM, he gets the wire. Categorization ain't 
easy :) Luv those Al Haig words. 


Go ahead, ask me another question :)

Whew! Got back on 30m and worked a few more. Kinda slow 
at the end. Little did I know.... 


40m beat me upside the head with a frozen haggis. A big 
one. And you thought moose bites were nasty. In over two 
hours total, I only bagged 3 QSOs, one of which didn't 
know about FSFD (a strong CA sig). The other two I fought 
tooth-and-nail for.

out there. On an ominous note, I didn't hear Rich (WD6FDD) - 
thereby breaking our near-perfect streak of "contest" QSOs. 
I predict a major crash in the stock market within days. :-)

award folks. And tons o' fun to boot. Try it if you can!

>I noted your reply to Dan about the frequency of low "D" ona banjo. I 
>need to let you know of an error in your message to him. The standard 
>tuning note used in western music (as opposed to the hauntingly 
>beautiful music of the far East or the middle East) is A440, or the "A" 
>below middle "C" which has the frequency of 440 Hz. 


Sorry, Jerry, A440 IS the A above middle C. There is sometimes some 
confusion because the notation of some instruments is written an octave 
above or below where they actually sound -- handbells and recorders, for 
example. 


>You said that A440 was above middle "C", but if that were true, the 
>lowest note on the piano, a very low "A" would be 27.5 HZ (below normal 
>human ability to hear) instead of the actual 55 Hz for that note. 


These notes are far from inaudible! Sure the ear hears this fundamental 
more softly, and on the piano you hear more harmonics than fundamental on 
that 27.5 Hz low A, but it is indeed heard/felt.

It *IS* 27.5Hz. Hearing threshold is a dicey thing to define, and 20 Hz is 
usually a good accepted number, but this is meaningless without considering 
power - the lowest note my 5-string electric bass is the B above that 

A (27.5 Hz) and is beautifully audible. At 800 watts RMS. But it is 
probably barely audible under the conditions in which hearing is customarily 
examined - QRP audio levels into headphones! 


Besides, the bottom of a piano CAN'T be 55 HZ. You KNOW what 60 cycles 
sounds like! The piano has a much lower note.

You wrote:

>Hi Jeff, here's the conjugate matching theorum: "If a group of 
>four-terminal networks containing only reactances (or lossless 
>lines) are arranged in tandem to connect a generator to its 
>load, then if at any junction there is a conjugate match of 
>impedance, there will be a conjugate match of impedances at 
>every other junction in the system." 

> 

>AS you can see, the theorum does *not*x include the generator 
>nor the load since they are not "four-terminal networks 
>containing only reactances". The theorum only includes 

>the "junctions" of the generator and the load. 


I agree with the quoted theorem, but as I interpret it I'd 

say that the generator and load *xarex included, and they are 
included precisely because it is their impedances, transformed 
by the 4 port networks to which they are connected, that provide 
the basis of a conjugate match (or mismatch) "at every other 
junction in the system." 


(Isn't it interesting to note that the theorem does not define 
"conjugate match?") 


>You say if the transmitter's impedance is 50 ohms then there 
>is a conjugate match. 


Yes (given your example). 


>You say if the transmitter's impedance 
>is not 50 ohms then there is not a conjugate match. 


Yes 


>Yet the 
>conditions "at any junction" in the entire network are 
>identical in both cases 


No, I disagree. In each case the load impedance presented to 
the generator (seen, when looking into the input of the 50 ohm 
coax towards the load) is 50 ohms. If the generator source 
impedance is also 50 ohms, then we have a conjugate match at 


this junction between the generator's source impedance and the 
impedance ‘presented to it' by the coax, and by the above theorem 
we have a conjugate match at all other junctions of the system. 


However, it the generator's impedance is not 50 ohms, then we don't 
have a conjugate match with the impedance seen looking into the 
coax, and by the same theorem there is no conjugate match at any 
other junction in the system. 


Or, let me ask instead, what is the impedance seen looking into the 
50 ohm coax from the 450 ohm/50 ohm junction xtoward*x the generator? 


(Or yet again) let me ask these three questions: 


1) If I have a generator with a 50 ohm source resistance, and I 
connect a 50 ohm load resistor to it, is the generator conjugately 
matched to the load? 


2) If I have a generator with a 100 ohm source resistance, and I 
connect a 50 ohm load resistor to it, is the generator conjugately 
matched to the load? 


3) Is there any difference between attaching a 50 ohm load resistor 
directly to the generator, or connecting a 50 ohm load resistor to 
the generator through first a 1/2 wavelength long piece of 450 ohm 
line, followed by 50 ohm coax (as defined in your example)? 


I'd answer these: 1) Yes, 2) No, 3) No. 
Would your answers be the same? 


>In the example I gave, the ZO-match at the coax/twinlead 
>junction guarantees, by definition, that all the "four- 
>terminal networks" are conjugately matched. 

> 


I don't believe a Zo match guarantees a conjugate match. Here are 
some examples: 


First, let's give the generator a source impedance of 50 ohms, and 
let's connect it to a load resistance via a transmission line 1/4 
wavelength long (characteristic impedance of line given below). 


Transmission 
Example Line Zo Rload Zo match? Conj.Match? 
1. 100 ohms 50 ohms No No 


2. 100 ohms 200 ohms No Yes 


3. 100 ohms 100 ohms Yes No 
4. 50 ohms 50 ohms Yes Yes 


(Refer to previous post regarding definitions of Zo & conjugate match).
